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The Latest on the Farm Seed Situation 


The surplus in wheat, corn and cotton in this country 
together with the Soil Conservation Program will cause an 
increase in the plantings of Alfalfas, Clovers and the grass- 
es. Prices could easily advance from present low levels. 


There were large crops of Alfalfa and Clover seed har- 
vested in 1940 and prices are much lower than for several 
years. We believe that purchases should be made at pres- 
ent low levels. Right now there is a stronger feeling and 
markets are firm. 

Total stocks of merchantable potatoes on hand as of 
January 1, 1941 in the 37 late and intermediate states were 
118,555,000 bushels or about 14 million bushels more than 
last year. This increase will be more than offset by the 
Starch Diversion Program in Maine, the Livestock Feed 
Diversion Program in the western states and the Food 
Stamp Program. With more of our people gainfully employ- 
ed than ever before in history and with these government 
agencies taking the surplus out of consumption there is 
every reason to believe that there will be an improvement 
in old potato markets. 





SEED CORN OF GOOD QUALITY 
ESPECIALLY SCARCE 


The supply of mature seed corn of high germination in 
New York, Pennsylvania and Ohio is the shortest in many 
years. The crop was planted late and did not have the warm 
weather necessary to make good corn. Lack of drying 
weather in the fall of 1940 and early freezes made conditions 
still worse. Many crops never matured and still many more 
that did mature carried a very high moisture content both 
in kernel and in cob. Corn with a high moisture content 
was severely damaged for seed. Germination tests at the 
Experimental Stations of New York, Pennsylvania, and 
Ohio show that the outlook for good seed corn is very un- 
satisfactory. , 


Our company realized the situation and took steps to 
properly dry our corn before cold weather and as a result 
we have a good supply of high germinating seed. Let us 
supply your needs while stocks are still available. Avoid 
using unadapted varieties.
